mode me solicitous to know more of our 
iron clod varieties, if, indeed, wo have 
any that can lay cJaim to that title. The 
list of eight varieties best adapted to 
Wisconsin : hardinew , productiveness 
and quality, taken into consideration, are 
Duchess, Wealthy, Fameuse, Pewaukce, 
Plumbs, Older, Walbndge, Tollman sweet 
and WolC river. Moat of the reports say 
tho above list is all right, and oil speak o; 
tho Duchoes and Wealthy 
as 
being 


ironclad. Tberoaro orchards and iso- 
lated trees of the Dachas?, which were 
plan ted out more than thirty years age, 
that are now vigorous and healthy. Mr. 
Webb, ot tho -Northwestern Farmer, Fur- 
go, Dakota; says:1 ''Thia variety, is a 
complete success in this section ot coun- 
try." And let mo say right hero this ie 
not a crab variety as maay suppose. Tbo 
Wealthy, though a later variety/promises 
to be everywhere in tho northwest just 
as hardy. This variety, as many of your 
readers-know, is a native ot Minnesota' 
and 'originated with Peter II. Gideon' 
from seed sent to hjm from Bangor, 
Maine, some twenty years ngo; ind it ia 
very fitting in him for such a beautiful 
fruit, to give it tho name of his wife, 
Wealthy. 


The Wolf nvor, thungh not so widely 


disseminated, will be generally sought 
after for its size and beauty and perfect 
hardiness in many localities. It was this 
ranety whioli gained such notoriety at 
the Now Orleans exhibit In Snuthern 
and Southwestern Wisconsin nomo other 
varintios than these mentioned succeed 
well, and came out all right this spring, 
as for instance Roman Stem, Golden 
Kussett, fall Orange, Willow Twig cud 
Had Astrachau. Tho worst, of all these 
varieties, promise a good crop this year _ 


Of small fruits tho reports are not eo 


favorable. Blackberries of all varieties, 
not protected, were generally killed down 
to snow lino. Strawberries, whether pro 
tooted or not, are in good condition; tho 
covering of snow was quite sufficient. 
Grapes that were protected are badly 
damaged. J. M. Smith, of Green Bay, 
writes that he lays down and gives a light 
muJoh of dirt and marsh hay to all small 
fruits, and this spring everythihg is look- 
ing fine. 


It will bo noticed that we have a list 


of good varieties_ of apples that can bo 
depended upon in our varying soil and 
olimato, while other choice varieties suc- 
ceed well in many localities. We havo 
other new varieties of seedlings and Into 
importations from 
Ivussia, 
that give 


promise that they can bo classed among 
the iron clftde. 


Those facts should bo borna in mind 


in sotting out new orchards, either for 
homo use or for market. All of tbo new 
varieties of crab apples succeed well in 
all places in the northwest, and at some 
points near Milwaukee aud Green Bay, 
the more hardy varieties of pears ore 
looking well and promise a fair crop ; bnt 
it is not safe to put much dependence 
on this fickle fruit in our climate. An- 
other fact must be learned, that to suc- 
ceed with that most delicious fruit, the. 
blackberry, the cause must havo aomo 
winter protection, and no market gar- 
dener can afford to lose a crop by this 
neglect. The lessons of the past winter 
are well, it they be heeded by tbo fruit 
grower, whether he bo growing for his 
own use or for the market. •
